STATE BOARD 
OF 
AND DAMS. 
Ike Slate Board ot Health is now and 
has been for some time past investigating 
the Milford dam, located in Jefferson coun­ 
ty. Tne general reader will be puzzled to 
know what authority the State Board of 
health has to inquire lute tho history and 
construction of a mill-datn. Its busman 
is to inquire into sunstrokes, summer-com- 
plaiots, fevers, stnall-pox, and other ail­ 
ments. 
and 
to 
gather 
reliable 
statistics regarding the 
fatality 
of the 
parlous diseases ; but when it undertakes 
to assume the functions of a court, and 
usurp the province of a judicial tribunal, 
the public will decide that it is entering 
into a business with which it has not, and 
should not have,anything to do. But why 
Is the State Board sitting as a court on the 
Milford dam? ll is this: 
The claim is 
made by persous who are anxious to kill 
the manufacturing interests cl that locality 
that the lauds aJjarent to the Crawfish, on 
which the dam is located, is nearly all 
overflowed, and becomes marshy, epecially 
this year on account of the frequent 
rain in the early part ut the season, and 
consequent high water, it is also claimed 
that high water and the marshy lands have 
created a malaria, aud consequently the 
public I oaith is endangered. 
Hence with 
the pretext that there are sanitary reasons 
why the dam should be removed, the State 
Board of Health has been called to investi­ 
gate the matter, aud it Is at work, and the 
enquiry has taken a strange course aud a 
wide range. 
For instance, among the 
questions propounded by the Secretary of 
the Board, to Mr. Greene and son, owners 
of the dam, for answer, arc the following - 
"I am directed to ask you for informa­ 
tion in reference to the time and circum­ 
stances under which this dam was origi­ 
nally built, the authority tor its original 
construction, and by which it has been sub* 
sequency raised, the total height of the 
present dam, the amount of land oyer- 
flowed, and the extent to which private 
rights have been affected by such over­ 
flow ?” 
Great heavens ! what in the name 
rf common sense has the State Bjard of 
Health to do with the original building of 
the* Milford darn, the authority for its con- 
s*.*uctioD, and why or in what man­ 
ner it was 
raised, or 
anything 
at

about 
it? 
It 
the Board Is 
to 
be a court of inquiry 
regarding the 
authority under which the dims of the 
State Wire made, it may next take up the 
indian Ford dim, aud the dams at Janes­ 
ville aud Beloit, aud luqulrc luto those, 
and if this is the olUce of the Board, why 
not abolish the courts? We don’t want 
both. 
Weare uot advised as to what the 
Board will Jo in the premises, but that is 
of little consequence. The question ii by 
what authority does the State Board of 
Health make Inquiries as to whether or 
not the mill-dams of tho State were legally 
and properly built ? 
Over thirty years ago, the dam at Mil­ 
ford was made. Then the country was 
just settling up. There wire po mills in 
that part of the State at that time. Mr. 
Greene, one of the pioneer millers of Wis­ 
consin, constructed his dam, built bis mill, 
and it proved a boon to the ountry. For 
years 
and years there were no com­ 
plaints 
made 
about 
overil iwtug 
though 
the 
overflow 
has 
been as great in other years as now. But 
when land is growing more valuable as 
time advances, there are a few selfish per­ 
sons, who want to rob the mill-owners of 
their right, and crush the manufacturing 
interests of the country for the sake of ob* 
taming a few acres of laud. It is uot 90 
much a sanitary question with them—that 
Is a pretext—but it is a question of acres 
and hay. 
lf on the hatne excuse the 
Board eau travel around the Slate aud 
make a judicial inquiry into the construc­ 
tion 
ct 
our 
dams, 
there 
Will be no end to the trouble, and the exis­ 
tence of the mills aud factories will hang 
on such a slender thread that they will 
hardly be worth owning. To give stability 
to such institutions, to make them at all 
profitable, to protect the interests ot the 
towns aud cities in which they are situated, 
and to encourage the building of mills, the 
power that moves them must not be held at 
the mercy of designing mea. The very 
moment a stab is ma ie at manufactures, 
that moment a blow is given to agriculture 
as 
well. 
One 
can 
not 
exist 
and 
flourish without the aid of the other. They 
are as inseparable as the Siamise-twins. 
Bever the cord which binds them and you 
destroy inc life of both. Toe persons en­ 
gaged in this warfare against the mills 
Should bear ibis in mind, aud the State 
Board of Hea'iu sbou'.d likewise remember 
that there is a limit io these investigations 
beyond which they should not go. 
Twenty-fire years ago a similar com­ 
plaint which is now being made against 
the IMtlford dam, was made against tho 
water-power in this city. Medical testi­ 
mony was taken, the matter went to the 
courts, and the parties defeated.

LIFE ON THE OCEAN WAVE. 
The following is an extract from a pri­ 
vate letter written by Mrs. G .F. Griswold, 
who, in company with Miss Etta Carle, also 
of this city, is with the excursion of 
musicians, teachers, [Ae., who are just en­ 
tering upon an extended trip through Eu­ 
rope, under the direction of Prof. Tourjee, 
of Boston: 
On Boxed the Sham bb Dxtokia, I 
July 9. IST*, 
f 
* * * * Knowing that yon will be 
glad to bear how it has tared with us thus 
far, aud how we have been spending the 
time, I will try to give you a little idea of 
our ocean life, though anything I may write 
can give you but a faint conception, for 
the circumstances which surround us are 
very 
unfavorable tor collecting 
one’s 
thoughts. This party of two hundred and 
fifty are every where—on deck, in, the sa­ 
loon, dining room, and eyenour state-rooms, 
which are shared by three or four,tare far 
from being quiet retreats. We left New 
York at half past three, o’clock Saturday 
afternoon, June 29, with sunny’skies, and 
everything favorable for a pleasant trip. 
At the time of leaving the thermometer 
stood at ninety'eight, but as soon as we put 
out to sea, a cool breeze sprang up which 
was very enjoyable* The sight was beau­ 
tiful ai we passed out of the harbor, being 
a flue view of the city, the shipping, etc. 
Staten island, Forts Hamilton and Lafay­ 
ette were very plainly seen, but soon these 
were receding in the dim distance, and we 
found ourselves rapidly losing sight ot 
land. For two or three hours a large num­ 
ber of sloops and several steamers were in 
sight, bul by nightfall we had become a 
lone speck on the great waters. The sun 
set without a cloud, and its golden rays 
npoa the sky being reflected upon the wa­ 
ter, caused it to resemble one vast sea of 
shimmering gold. 
Our steamer is mammoth in size, being 
4Poteet long,having accommodations for250 
pAt^eDgcrs besides the steerage and crew. 
There are about CO iu the sleet age, and 
over IOO of the crew, making with our 


party between four or five hundred. It 
Ukes between GO and 70 tons of ccal per 
day to supply the engine, which with the 
water, provisions, and ice makes an im­ 
mense load, to say nothing ot freight and 
baggage. It has a tonnage of over 4,000 
tons, aud is mostly freighted with provlt* 
ions for the European market. 
There are | 
in the hold several thousand boxes of; 
cheese, and in refrigerators below 395 car­ 
cases of beef in quarters. The steward 
told me they had at times carried as high 
as 500. 
Our supplies for the Uble are very abun­ 
dant, consisting of everything that is found 
In a first-class hotel. 
We started with 08 
beeves packed on ice for our use, and 
everything, including delicacies 
of all 
kinds, game and fruit, were in proportion. 
One night about ll o’clock wold came 
to our room that a steamer had appeared 
in the distance giving signs of distress, 
and our Captain prepared to ’go to the 
rescue, aud take off the crew if necessary. 
Many of us got up aud went on deck, but 
as we came nearer other lights appeared, 
and we foand that it was a British fleet of 
irou-clads, the Admiral ship, and some five 
or six gunboats. The first was one blaze 
of rod, green, and blue lights, and present­ 
ed magnificent appearance. 
In the dis­ 
tance it had been mistaken for signals of 
distress. Captain Craig said we might 
cross the the ocean many times and never 
have so fine a sight again. 
They were 
cruising U) prevent American ships lrom 
going to Russia. 
We had a very calm sea till Wednesday 
July 3, when it began being a little rough 
and some sought their berths. 
By Thurs­ 
day, a good many were -.very sick. 
We 
were passing what is known as the banks 
of New Fouodland. where it is always 
Augh. So many were sick that it made a 
quiet Fourth, but the well ones did what 
they could to cheer the ailing ones. 
Dr. 
Toutj ce has been sick most of the time, 
and the management of allairs has devolv 
cd on Prof. Bruce, Superintended of Pub­ 
lic Instruction of tne state of New York 
An Italian named Baratoni. is our conduc­ 
tor. He with Prof. Bruce. Carl Zerahn, 
aud others resolved themselves iuto a 
musical band, and went playing through 
the corridors, Barstool had a mouth organ, 
Prof. Bruce was drumming on the pan 
with a spoon, one had tnuJ-box for a 
drum, ani others blowing on combating 
ing bells, etc, making a hilarious set. The 
colors wer* displayed at top-mast, and lit­ 
tle flig9 adorned the tab’es and saloon 
Two guns were fired at 12 o'clock and 
two at 0 o'clock, but they sounded little 
like the guns at home, there being no for­ 
es*, or hills lo give back the echoes. Carl 
Zerahn, headed a troupe who repeated 
alter him, **1 am a musician from Bavaria, 
I can play l e j l w t then ooa by one the 
others would repeat it after him, and all 
would then imitate the fiuto. Then they 
would take anomer—the trombone, and re­ 
peat the same way, and so they went 
through with a.halt-dozcn various tnstru- 
iruinents, marching and acting something 
as, “Johnny comes marching home.” It 
was hard to recognize in these childhood 
sports, Carl Zerahn, as the leader of the 
great Boston jubilee. He is quite tall, 
plain 
looking, with 
strong 
German 
physque, and a thorough gentlemau. 
Mr. AtwooJ, Principal of the schools at 
Plattsburg, New York, is oue ut our party, 
a nephew ot 
Mr. Volney Atwood, of 
Janesville- 
We have musical and literary entertain 
mc ii is every day aud evening, and some 
original poems have been given illustra­ 
tive ut sea-slckncss, our party, etc., but 
which must be beardom be apprciatcd. 
Prof. Bruce dressed as an old mao, one 
eyentng, and gave a very able and learned 
lecture on “Hash,” and with blackbrush 
illustrations, gave its component part0. It 
was decidedly spicy. Our party Is made 
ap of teachers, musicians, editors, doctors, 
lawyers, and clergymen. 
We have some 
splendid treats in the line of lectures And 
concerts. 
Sunday last we witnessed a burial at sea. 
The poor fellow was trying to work ins 
passage home, but grew* sick, and was 
found dead la the hold. His body was 
wrapped in coarse canvas, aud after a bur­ 
ial service read by the surgeon, he was 
dropped into the sea, and sank immediate­ 
ly out ol sight. 
We have just passed Fair Head, in Ire­ 
land, and on the other side is Scotland, 
eleven miles away but very plainly seen. 
It does not seem more than one mile. This 
is the point where these countries an; near­ 
est to each other. 
P. S.—Wednesday, July 
IO.—A9 our 
steamer was behind time, Thomas Cook 
met us at Greenock aud we were taken to 
Glasgow in a train instead of going up the 
Clyde. We have passed through the Ev­ 
ilest of countries, and are now safe iu Glas­ 
gow.

At the noon 
board there was a rise of ** cent on August 
and September options. 
The suspension of the house of James 
Keeler & Co., was due to an injunction by 
Eastern customers, prohibiting the pay­ 
ment of further differences on July wheat. 
The firm are short about 140,000 bushels 
on Ju ’y wheat, it ii said that it was well 
margined up, iu some cases at $1.13, mak­ 
ing a total of $25,000, but the injunction 
on the ttank holding the margins debarred 
even those who had closed trades lrom se­ 
curing the amount of the differences. 


“THE BLIND MAN ELOQUENT.” 


R eturn o f the R ev. D r. M ilburn.— 
Prem ised Lecture on H is Expo 
rim e rs- 
From the New York Herald. 
Rev. Dr. Milburn, so well known as “the 
Blind Man Eloquent,” returned from Eu­ 
rope by the Baltic on Thursday last, hav­ 
ing been absent two years and three 
months. During that time Dr. Milburn 
travelled in Great Britain and Ireland about 
thirty thousand miles, preaching and lect­ 
uring more than six hundred times. 
He 
became 
acquainted 
during his 
trav­ 
els 
with 
perhaps 
a 
larger 
num­ 
ber 
of 
people 
and 
visited 
larger number of homes tbao any other 
American before him. Among the par­ 
ticular friends whom he visited and ot 
whom he saw much was Thomas Carlyle. 
Dr. Milburn will probably have ready for 
next season lectures on “ What a Blind Man 
Saw in Ireland, in Scotland, as well as. in 
England,” and on other subjects, embody­ 
ing results of hi9 observations, and travels. 
It will be remembered IhaLlhe Doctor was 
chaplain to the Congress of the United 
States in 1845 and again in 1853, and was 
the youngest man whoever uttered a sen­ 
tence in cither House of Congress Perhaps 
there Is butene man in Washington now 
—Alexander II. Stephens,ol Georgia—who 
was in Congress when Dr. Milburn was 
chaplain. Dr. Milburn’s earliest associa­ 
tions were with Webster, Calhoun, Crit­ 
tenden and the other men who formed the 
second generation of American statesmen, 
and probably no man has a larger or more 
varied store of reminiscences derived from 
personal acquaintance with eminent per­ 
sons on both sides of the Atlantic. He is 
still hale and hearty, and it is said that as 
a raconteur he is almost unequalled. 
Dr. 
Milburn wa9 for some years pastor of the 
Pacific Street Methodist church, Brooklyn, 
and from 1861 to 1863, of the John 
Street church, in this city. .During a 
ministry of more than thirty-five years he 
has spoken on an aaeragc almost every day 
and traveled about a million miles. 
Not­ 
withstanding tnat he lost the sight ot one 
eye entirely and that of the other in a 
great measure when fie was only five years 
of age, few men have more successfully 
overcome difficulties in the acquisition of 
knowledge, and he brings to the lecture 
platf>rm varied learning and 
glowing 
thought. His new lecture promises to be 
rich iu experiences of Old World ways.

Hence, after the potato bas done I 
with its fertilizer, there is enough left for I 
the turnip to thrive upon. Wheal ani rye 
also thrive very w ell on land which has 
been previously well manured for potatoes. 
in all cases the early potato hat a groat ad 
vantage over the late one. They allow of 
a much earlier preparation of the grQund 
| for the subsequent crop. 
There is etui another advantage la an 
I early potato. In this part of the country 
I at least, the plant is subjected to the at­ 
tacks of the stem borer. They usually be­ 
gin their ravages about the end of June, 
lliey bore out the whole center pith of the 
stems, and before the end of July the plants 
| are all dead, befog dried up before the po­ 
tato is matured. In such cases there is not 
often fifty bushels of potatoes to the acre, 
and of these half of them are too small to 
be saleable. By getting the potato early 
in the ground, and using varieties which 
mature eariy, the tubers are a pretty good 
size before the insects go to work, and lh os 
there is a great gain. It eeems to us we can 
almost do without soy more late kinds. 
We say nothing here of the depredations 
of the beetle, as it has been so completely 
met and overthrown as hardly any longer 
to be considered as a serious injury to the 
crop, early or late.

This lorces her to keep her mouth open 
and allows the gas which forms in the 
sh (inach, aud is the cause of the severe 
paiu sud rapid swelling, which accompa­ 
nies choking lo a cow, to escape. The 
effort abo ot tryiog to rid the mouth o! the 
unusual encumbrance* is (he burt help to­ 
ward treeing the passage ol the throat ; if 
the trouble is not removed in this way tile 
cow may be kept alive until help is obtain­ 
ed tor trying otner measures tor her relief.

Catch Crops. 


From the Country Gentleman £ 
So long as seed sown is liable to fail, 
(arming eau never be an exact science. 
What to do in such emergencies taxes the 
sagacity sud skill ot the best farmers, and 
ou the expedients adopted to make these 
unexpected crops profitable depends much 
to their success. It never pays to lei laud 
continue idle tor any considerable length 
ol time. In many cases the failure of 
crops is due to other causes than sterility 
of the soil. I have known wheat on west­ 
ern exposures killed so completely by the 
W.nler, that the owner of the field plowed 
it up, and fiad an excellent crop of barley. 
The next fall whist was sown again, and 
toe winter being iavorablc, the crop was 
good. 
The old-lash toned standard crop when 
all e se had (ailed, was buckwheat, sown 
about th2 Isl or 4th of July. This is ob­ 
jectionable, because buckwheat seed falling 
on the ground comes in the succeeding 
crops. 
It is not advisable to sow oats, 
barley or spring wheat alter 
buck­ 
wheat. 
Corn seldom docs 
Well, and 
In-atis or potatoes seem to he the only 
crops which succeed alter buckwheat. For 
these crops a spring growth of buckw'bcat 
may be turned under in May, getting rid 
of moat of the seed, and making it fertilize 
the soil. 
For later crops, beans, where corn has 
(ailed, or potatoes, if large pieces are de­ 
stroyed, will generally do well. It is inad­ 
visable to plant scattering hills ot potatoes 
among corn, on account oi the labor la 
digging 
and carrying the 
potatoes 
about the field. Potatoes of the early 
varieties may be planted later than is often 
supposed. On rich soil, Early Rose will 
yield a large crop, planted $9 late as tho 
first ot July. Where the soil is very rich 
and in good tilth, cabbage, celery, and 
other garden crops may be put in. 
Tho 
fact is, however, that farmers who bav$ 
Kill rich enough tor these crops generally 
know what lo do with it. These hints aru 
rather tor those who need to make the 
most of a soil not very rich, and therefore 
exposed to more failures of crops from bad 
weather, insects, and other causes of fail­ 
ure.

He talked 
rather large lur a man carrying such a 
small amount of baggage, aud in personal 
appearance did not impress one strongly 
with his business-like qualities. He wore 
a [clerical like suit of black, was smooth* 
shaved, and in his street promenades 
decked 
his fingers in ancient kids of a 
very sombre hue. In fact he was rather 
peculiar looking, and yet he was a glib- 
talker, and seemed to understand what he 
was about.

seemed to lee! rather bitter about. 
Last Tuesday he asked Mr. Edwards, 
his landlord, to step over to the bank with 
him as he wanted to get a draft cashed. 
Mr. Edwards accordingly Introduced him 
at the First N ationai Bank, and Davidson 
is said to have cashed a check for $200. 
Wednesday

Conrad 
as 
agreed, 
and 
paid 
him $10 in cash tor [two months’ 
rent in 
advance,and the work of fitting up tho 
store was accordingly entered upon. 
Last evening the report began to spread 
about the city that Davidson had skipped 
out of town, having managed to defraud 
the bank out of $200, and having left sun­ 
dry bills behind him unpaid. 
Whatever 
truth or falsity there may be In this report* 
the circumstances as far as known are 
rather against Davidson, and there seems 
to be a general opinion that he has been 
playing sharp.! 
Mr. Edwards, where he has been stop­ 
ping, says he paid his first week’s board, 
but that ne has not see or heard from him 
since yesterday noon. He was around the 
hotel about noon-time, but did not go in to 
get bis dinner, aud has not reported si ace. 
Ho was with him when he got the money 
at 
the 
bank. 
but 
did 
not 
vouch for him, but simply told the baok 
folks what.httle he knew of him. David­ 
son left behind him a cheap enamelled 
cloth valise, which contained several dirty 
haadkcrchiets, a paper collar box, a shoe 
brush, a railway map, and a checkered 
shirt—not a very extensive wardrobe tor a 
man of each means and position as he pur 
ported to have. 
The lolks al the bauk had learned that 
the firm ot Hall, Davidson A C o, of Mil­ 
waukee, and of Williams, Mills A Co, of 
Chicago, were probably myth*, as they 


w ere not kuowa to the commercial agen­ 
cies. They say that Davidson presented a 
check, drawn by Hail, Davidson A Co , on 
a Milwaukee bauk, and tUat.the tank on 
which it was drawn denies having any 
such account or know mg any such firm. 
They do not admit, however, that they lost 
any money by Davidson, aud say that he 
probably tried a game, but dilly that he 
succeeded. 
it is certain, however, that Davidson left 
behind au unpaid hold bill, and some 
printing bills, and if lie does not turn up at 
an early date, the present unlavorable opin­ 
ion ot him will be doubly confirmed. 
Davidson had hired Charlie Hollister to 
act.as his “in-doors” mao, but Charlie is 
-as Ignorant of the whereabouts of his new 
employer as any one else, and it looks as 
though the promised good wages would 
Bot be forthcoming.

“The longest way round is the shortest 
way home,” is an old saying the strange 
truth of which we have just proved. For 
although our way home has led us around 
through every New England State, and 
has taken ten times as long as usual to 
trayel, yet so delightful and eventful was 
every part, that it occurs to us that this 
longest way was after all the nearest cat 
acron lots to our father’a house. 
So far everything has been just as we 
dreamed it might be. The sea was on his 
good behavior,and the mountains as though 
they were expecting us. As we had timed 
our journey tor the full moon, eyen that 
wayward and fickle body seemed to appre 
ciate our consideration, and did not fail to 
express her silvery delight. 
bo far our summer vacation has been 
like a rn id-summer night’s dream, lor 
pleasing fancies, for rapid visions, for new 
and quaint experiences, for strange de­ 
lights. It bas been one constant shifting 
scenes—a sort ol happy dissolving view, 
wherein the West gave way to the EatU 
and 
the 
North and the South kept 
not 
back; whatever each point had ot 
special interest, that was giyen without 
extra charge. All the hidden beauties ol a 
place came out and stood waiting for our 
review. So that lf they have done this 
honor to us, we have tried to show our ad­ 
miration, and to hold ourselves ready at 
any hour to pay respect and carry back 
unfading recollections. 
For two weeks 
and more it has been this sort of “give aod 
take,” and yet the experiences hold out. 
First there was that morning drive over 
to Afton in company with Mr. Bennett be­ 
hind his swift horse; then tho real jolly 
holiday party Wk met at the station, seemed 
to strike the key note of enjoyment which 
has not ceased nor made a moment’s dis­ 
cord since. 
A 
short ride compara­ 
tively to Chicago, gave us the motion of 
the cars needed to prepare us for days ut 
jaunting, “and then oar story’s begun.” 
Fourtli of J uly found us reversing the 
course of “the Star of Empire,” but follow­ 
ing the patriotic bent towards Philadelphia, 
as though the old State House there was 
drawing as on that special day. Before 
crossing the Alleghanies, a terrible thun­ 
der storm broke over us without h u rt; this 
washed the mountain face and put every 
peak in purer atmosphere, so that never, 
out of scores and scores of times, did the 
view from Cresson to Altoona seem so 
lovely. All along the bright Juniata the 
lights of departing day were as they never 
appeared before. 
I find that already -a check must be made 
in the use of superlatives or they will not 
hold out, or cornein fitly further on where 
they wilt be needed. 
As it was, the east blended into the west, 
prairie into highland, Chicago into New 
York, the sleeping car ioto a Bound steam­ 


er, and at last, warm western affection into 
very first realization of true New England 
hospitality. 
Friday morning I met the “elect lady 
whom I love” in Naw York, and that even* 
fog took the steamer Rhode Island fora 
short voyage around New York harbor, 
under the Brooklyn bridge, up the East 
river, into the Sound, where on we sailed 
under the moon till past midnight. Bos­ 
ton was made by 7 o'clock in tbe mornlog, 
and soon we were whirled back over part 
of our route to Forest Hills, to a beautiful 
home, where for five days that same dear 
old Yankee kindness made every waking 
hour a season of delight. 
When Thursday came we parted ae if 
from life long dear ones, and took up 
our march with our faces 
aet for the 
great granite hills 
of 
New 
Hamp­ 
shire. Stopping a day at Portsmouth to 
visit Isle of Shoals, those nine bleak hum­ 
mocks that seem to be out-lying videttes 
to challenge the first approach oj ocean 
storm or breeze. Celia Thaxteris'. famous 
description of these isles is not Overdrawn » 
one hour s experience there explains the 
witchery so beautifully foretold. %l ’here 
seems nothing at first sight but bare rocks, 
bold headlines, sky wave and sea motion, 
but these change their moods oftener than 
the picture is fastened. It was whimsical 
to note our feelings leaving those wild 
shores as compared with the disappointed 
impressions we held as we first went up 
the pier. 
Th it same sunset as we drew near to 
North Conway, as the cars whirled from 
one tangent to another, the mountains 
flashed full upon us like some grandeur- 
burst trom out of the departing day. It was 
“ Inspiration poi QI,” or should so be called. 
Almost all the peaks held themselves up to 
the heavens, that every shade of light 
might display their outlines aud massive 
proportions. 
Wheu (North Conway was 
reacheJ, aud 
a 
neat 
old fashioned 
New 
Hampshire 
tavern 
held 
us 
as 
guests, 
we 
voted the 
day just 
ended one of those full days wherein more 
would have been impossible or a surfeit. 
The isle of Shoals, aud a near though 
bird’s eye grasp of three ranges of moun­ 
tains, and that at sunset, made our expres­ 
sion* of praise aud thanksgiving that night 
to have an earnestness one ought always to 
have when mercies are showered. In the 
morning we fouud Fort Kearsage just at 
hand, symmetrical and stately. 
To the 
north, and seeming)' not tar awvy, the 
White Mountains stood clear, shining, and 
inviting our approach. 
We have now gone up and over and 
around aud through these granite hills, but 
give to North Conway the award of being 
the best point of view for the whole—of 
being the fittest place to prepare for doing 
the mountains. One needs to dwell for a 
season 
at 
the 
foothills 
and 
let 
these 
massive 
peaks 
by day ani their gaunt outlines In the twi. 
light just absorb him. 
From Thursday 
until 
Monday we 
took in not only 
mountain air bat impalpable sense of up­ 
lifting which abides long after the descent 
is made to the plains again. For our ride| 
on top of the stage, to the Glen House, we 
were to part made ready, but not entirely 
for while distance lends enchantment, ai 
we bad been experiencing, nearness does 
not dissolve, but intensifies the ecstaey. 
Oh how merily we bowled along, half list­ 
ening to the bear stories of our fat stage 
driver, now nudging one another to take in 
this vista or yonder crag, until we made 
twelve m iles, which we wished might 
have becn.drawn outafor all day. Sudden 
ly we whirled down through a deep wood 
around the curve and up to the broad pi­ 
azza of our hotel. Turning from the ob­ 
sequious porter to the uplifted heights 
above us, was like turning from the com-" 
mon place to tho divine, from things 
earthly to things heavenly. 
The picture 
from the portico of the Glen is peculiar to 
itself of all the manifold phases this region 
affords. Right up from the little meadow 
iu front, the Mounts Wallington and Jef­ 
ferson rear their majestic heads whilst 
the deep glade between is sombre enough 
for every effect. Of course the heights al­ 
lured U9, and not long, for hardly wait­ 
ing until dinner was over up we clamber­ 
ed, eight long and intermixible miles we 
footed it, reaching tho summit in about 
tour hours or so recompenced bv the views 
opened up at every turn, by the conscious­ 
ness of the victory achioYfcd, by the glori­ 
ous sunset, ((his is the first time “glorious ' 
has come in) aud also by the interesting 
group of people we met Indoors of the 
Summit House. There we moved for an 
eveniug in the highest circles of New En­ 
gland, 5,900 and odd feet above the others. 
When the big moon arose we caught the 
sheen upon the ocean away off sixty miles 
or more, aad then awaited in sleep the 
chances of the most doubtful of all lot­ 
teries. sunrise from this height. We drew 
almost a blank, and for comfort would have 
preferred 
a 
blanket 
excuse 
pun 
before 
break taal. 
Down the steep mountain railroad at a 
snail’s pace, to the foot, thence to Bethle­ 
hem, whilst Mrs. Sanderson skirted down 
the Crawford Notch and back. 
Wednesday another hilarious stage-top 
ride lo the Profile house. Again we found 
a storm to precede us and clear up the baze 
from the valley, mist from the hills, dust 
from the foliage, and discomfort from 
around about. Again we had a swift whirl 
down the steep descent, for these stage 
drivers like to make up for whatever plod­ 
ding of the journey by a thrilling, exciting 
Windup, so crack went the whip, and off 
at full run, swing, chain and pole |horses ; 
under the wet boughs, past glistening 
glimpses of water falls, around sharp turns, 
spanking along level stretches, halting not 
for any grade, until in an instant we wore 
curved in and around up to the hotel 
steps. 
Surely no indications of any hot waje 
or heated term in that broad, blazing fire 
log in the hall aud parlor, but ou the con­ 
trary every hint of cool, if not cold days 
here, in4tbis deep defile under the calm 
gaze of the Old Man of the Mountain. 
Here I must stop, not only because of 
the length of this, but because after this 
place the interest must cease. Truly here 
is tho climax. No matter what else awaits, 
let it be elsewhere told. For one entire 
afternoon (despite the frequent showers, 
and for two hours before breakfast, that 
lace held u \ Away up at tho farthest end 


of the crag, looking out from eternity into 
the ^coming cycles, eighty feet of facial 
granite, carved and placed thero by the 
Author and Finisher of nature’s revelation, 
Is the Old Man of the Mountain, older 
than the Sphinx, created before Tadmon 
of the desert, before Abraham was, finer 
In outline than any gigantic carving of 
Osirus In the sand covered temples of the 
Nile. Unmoved, (unchanged, always the 
same, since time was, and shall be till these 
hills fall, and these rocks cower from the 
presence of God. It seems to speak noth­ 
ing, it suggested nothing, our souls were 
not edified, but the vast uncounted ages 
which seem to hayejeft this face as their 
refugee, awed us into utter silence, and a1* 
most holy thoughtfulness. 
Truly, when one forgets the living aod 
eternal God, an J turns about for au object 
of worship, rather than dumb idols, or 
money, or self, for a god, let this lace, 
which no doubt has often received adora­ 
tion, be taken for such service. The fire 
worshipping eastern with his sun god 
would herejneet with bis rival, aod his god 
with this heavy face for a peer. 
R ln the early morning while yet the sun 
was struggling along the higher mountains 
for the first kiss, the clouds from the valley 
eddied up towards the old mau, and make 
incense as it were before him. 
But soon we were called away, ani as 
we turned for the last admiring and almost 
adoring look, one who shared every emo­ 
tion of this rapture with me, lifted her 
hand ami said, “Good bye, Old Mau of the 
Mountain ! If I do not see your face again, 
I hope to see your Maker.” Aud instantly 
I was called upward from what was an ac* 
tual tendency to worship “the seen” to that 
Inlier sense ani consciousness of “the Un­ 
seen,” even Him whose hand had shaped 
aod bade thai stern old|'pr«*file take its 
a icient place. 
Soon we Were reaJy to depart ; then fol­ 
lowed our last stage ride, aud we bade a 
long farewell to the bright and beautiful 
scenes behind us, and |iu an hour struck 
the hot wave from the west, making what 
otherwise would kayo beeu an entrancing 
rile dowu the length of the Connecticut 
Valley, a heated pilgrimage. 
At Wells 
River we parted, one to Quebec, aod the 
other to Philadelphia, aaJ the dear laces in 
the old home. Thus eudcia the first lesson.
